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A dual band antenna comprises an insulative 
substrate, a ground portion , a first radiating 
portion and a second radiating portion , a coaxial 
cable, a first connecting portion and a second 
connecting portion. The coaxial cable has an outer 
shield connected with the ground portion and an 
inner conductor connected with the first and 
second radiating portions.. The first connecting 
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portion connects the first radiating portion to 
the ground portion. The second connecting portion 
connects the first radiating portion and the 
second radiating portion with the inner conductor. 
According to this arrangement, the dual band 
antenna can work in two different frequency bands. 
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
